VACCINES FOR CANCER
(Associated Press)

LONDON, Oct. 28. Cancer inves-
tigations cost the lives of 87,253 ani-

mals in England and Scotland during
JLhe year of 1914, states a report is-

sued by the home office. Of these
experiments, 21,746 were in the nature
of inoculations and were performed
almost entirely upon mice to test
vaccines. The public health depart-
ment used something over 24,000 ani-

mals in various experiments.

SHELLS FOR

PARIS, Oct.. 27 The French shell j

makers have had some difficulty in
obtaining the necessary quantities of ,

steel suitable for projectiles. The
largest g region is
in German occupation, and home pro-

duction has had to be supplemented
by orders abroad, chiefly in the
United States., Besides ordering their
steel in the United States, the French
shell manufacturers have also bought
there most of. their hydraulic ma--v

chines for shell forging.. Most of the
shells ordered for France in America
have been unfinished, the finishing of
them being committed to French in-

dustry with the object of helping out
the small manufacturer who would
otherwise be idle and whose works are
not equipped for the production of the
shell from start to finish.

The cost of producing shells nas
been greatly reduced since the war
began, by the immense scale on which
they are produced and by the use of
the most modern machine tools im-

ported from the United States. The
price paid for the shells at the
beginning of the war was equivalent
to $7.C0. This price has been reauceu
by one-thir- American makers of
large size calibres are, it is under-
stood, receiving for shells about
$10 apiece.

These prices are for unloaded
shells; the charging of them is not
trusted to the makers from the pri-

vate contractors, but is done in the
private arsenals. All these shells
must be made with extreme precision
for long range work but for short
range to pitch shells at the trenches
from half a mile to 2 miles old guns
can be used and castiron shells.
